DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 07/18/2008 has been 
considered by the examiner. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.97. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3 - 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest conversion unit performs the following operations: X=x cos .theta.-y sin .theta. 
Y=y cos .theta. + x sin .theta. wherein x and y are the angular velocity signals expressed 
in the vibration detection axes direction or compensation signals based on the angular 
velocity signals, .theta. is said angle made by the vibration detection axes and the 
vibration compensation axes, and X and Y are converted signals.; in combination with 
other elements of the claim. 

Regarding claims 3 - 6, these claims are allowed as being dependent from 
allowed independent claim 1 . 

Regarding independent claim 7, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest conversion unit performs the following operations: X=x cos .theta.-y sin .theta. 
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Y=y cos .theta.+ x sin .theta. wherein x and y are the angular velocity signals expressed 
in the vibration detection axes direction or compensation signals based on the angular 
velocity signals, .theta. is said angle made by the vibration detection axes and the 
vibration compensation axes, and X and Y are converted signals.; in combination with 
other elements of the claim. 

Regarding claim 8, claim 8 is allowed as being dependent from allowed 
independent claim 7.
